Sunday published opinions that 
Russia is trying to lash workers 
into greater production with fears 
of the atom bomb and war with 
the United States and Britain. 

American observers believe that 
“an atmosphere of feverish war 
preparedness” is being created 
with the United States and Brit- 
ain pictured as potential enemies, 
an Association article said. It did 
not name the observers. 

They see Russia using “the 
threat of another war, made more 
frightening by the possible use of 
the atomic bomb, as an incentive 
to bring about increased output,” 
it was stated. 

A survev of Russia’s internal 
economic problems written by 
Vera Micheles Dean, editor of the 
private foreign study organization, 
said that Russia had been running 
the risk that underproduction may 
demoralize workers and force out- 
put still lower. 

Concentration on heavy indus- 
try to the neglect of consumer 
goods in the face of growing needs 
of her own people was seen as a 
major problem. 

Russian planners regard light 
industries that produce such ar- 
ticles as shoes, cloth and -house- 
hold utensils as “the stepchild of 
Soviet economy,” the report said 

As a result, the Russian people 
“are forced content themselves 
with a standard of living which is 
low even compared to that of some 
of Russia's neighbors in Eastern 
Europe,” it added. 

Moreover, the domestic demand 
for consumer goods has _ been 
sharpened greativ, the report said.

They looked at each other but 
did not speak. 

The wife is understood to have 
given detectives answers to their 
many questions about her husband 
and his behavior in the two years 
during which he was intermittent- 
ly a roomer in her boarding house. 

Police officials have been re 
luctant to bring formal charges 
against the suspect until all the 
facts are in because they wish to 
do no injustice to the man should 
the investigation take a turn to 
prove him innocent. 


However, it is understood the 
murder warrant, which was sworn 
out by detectives. when they went 
to North Carolina on a tip to pick 
ip this suspect, is still in police 
possession.

There 
isn’t any reason to go to war with Russia. There won't be if 
we fight it out on a peaceful basis. As we can.” 


~ If we can avoid a coal strike—as we apparently 
Production will—and if steel and autos can continue in pro- 
duction—as they seem likely to do—we can go ahead with produc- 
tion and win the peace. It will take some help from Congress and 
the’ real danger is not now in labor or industry, but Congress. 

Our farmers, who are disturbed about sending so much food, 
must be made to understand that the Marshall plan is not to send 
food, but to find out what Europe needs and to send plows and a 
few tractors, despite our own shortages, rapidly being overcome, 
so the peoples of Europe can grow more food.

find out vou've been wrong. I intend going on trying to find 
myself until I die. and even then I am going to be powerfully 


interested in where I find myself. 

Knowing: full well that the Russian people 
Left of Center want sania as much as we; knowing, too, the 
great need for a better living standard in Russia, I felt, and still feel 
it imperative that this country try patiently and with complete sin- 
cerity to find a way to work with Russia in peace. 

I think I understand the “why” of the Russian policy, but I also 
fee] it to be wrong and that it is imperative this country place its 
own pole of influence firmly in Europe. I intend always to try 
to work a little left of center, since to be right of it is as dangerous 
to this country as being far left of it. But I, too, some time ago 
became angry with Russian actions in the United Nations and con: 
vinced that the Wallace program was unsound and wrong. 


A t I would be willing to wager that Russia will yet 
greemen come into the European agreement. In one sense 
it might be better were she not to do so. It would enable us— 
always assuming Congress will not be so stupid as to forbid it—to 
use the Marshall plan to demonstrate that the American system 1s 
the better one. But, in the long run, it will be better if we can 
work it out together. 

I think Russia will come in because her own problems of re- 
conversion are more acute than our own. She is a police state, 
but she has inflation. Her cost of living, as indicated. by prices 
of her rationed food, has risen higher than our own. Her an- 
nounced wage increases since war's end have totaled 25 percent. 

The facts are, what with an estimated five to eight percent 
of the Russian population either political prisoners or under 
direct surveillance and restriction, the Soviet system is not work- 
ing well.

We can fail in this country only if we fail to see to it that the 
henefits of our system of government and our way of life con-

Time and again this has been 
represented in debate as only 
the opening skirmish which, if 
successful, will be followed by 
attempts of other great indus- 
trial units to get put from under 
the anti-trust laws by specific 
act of Congress. 


Both movements affect seriously 
the predominantly small business 
,and farm economy of the West 
and South and hoes of develop- 
ing still untapped water, power, 
mineral and agricultural resources 
as a necessary prerequisite to in- 
dustrial expansion.

OVER WOTJE—The first flight over the sea 
I ever made was this one—from Pearl to Guam 
by wav of Johnston, Kwajalein and Wotje. That 
one was in the latter davs of the war, when Iwo was the hot 
rock. and Okimawa was next on the schedule, and the surrender 
of Japan was still only a hope and a dream that nobody thought 
would be fulfilled until we had landed on the soil of Japan itself. 
It started from the big NATS Terminal at Pearl, which at that 
time was perhaps the biggest air terminal, military or civilian, 
in the world. Every minute of every hour, in that time, a plane 
was landing or taking off from John Rodgers Airfield, and in the 
big waiting room men dozed beside their gear, waiting the call 
to planes that would take them from New Zealand to our remot- 
est Northern outpost, which was Iwo, then still under contest.
